STRIKING RESULTS SECURED 


Visiting Astronomers Will Find Mar 
velous Equipment at the Great 
Carnegie Observatory 


Bureau of Plant Industry Shows Large 
Profits Obtainable Through Care¬ 
ful Handling of Fruit 


Unique in construction and without a 
rival in its class is the latest addition 
to the equipment of the Carnegie Solar 
Observatory on Mt. Wilson. This is the 
new tower telescope, now nearing com¬ 
pletion, which is shown in the accom¬ 
panying illustration. The tower, which 
is located just north of the long, white 
building of the Snow telescope, is a 
wonderful piece of construction work, 
as well as being of great interest 
from a scientific standpoint. 

The tower rise-' 150 feet al>ove the 
ground. If you can’t go to Mt. Wilson 
to see how high that is, just re¬ 
member that it is about the height of 
the Los Angeles office bulidings. It is 
surmounted by a 15-foot dome. 

Structural steel, similar to that used 
in bridge trusses, is used in the con¬ 
struction of the tower, or towers, for 
there are really two of them, one Avith- 
in the other, though but one is visible 
to the eye. Every post or brace of the 
outer tower contains a similar member 
of the inner tower which is complete 
in itself. So exact is the construction 
that the two towers do not touch at 
any point from top to bottom, this be¬ 
ing perhaps the most remarkable feature 
of the structure. The sole purpose of 
the outer tower is to protect the inner 
tower from vibration resulting from 
contact with the wind and other agen¬ 
cies. 

Beneath the tower is a well 75 feet 
deep, on the bottom of which wi 11 be 
placed part of the apparatus to be used 
in connection with that on the tower. 
Still other parts of the apparatus will 
lie housed on the surface of the ground 
over the well. An elevator will be pro¬ 
vided to run from the ground to the top 
of the toAver. The bottom of the well 
will be reached by means of Avinding 
stairs, circling the Avails of the avcII 
which will be 10 feet in diameter, and 
lined with concrete. 

The Avork to be done with the new 
equipment is very highly specialized so¬ 
lar observation. Some pioneer Avork 
has been accomplished Avith the old 
toAver telescope which is a simple tower 
60 feet high with a 30-foot well be¬ 
neath. The results accomplished have 
been so highly satisfactory that the 
new tower was undertaken on the larger 
scale with the hope of obtaining results 
as satisfactory in proportion. The Avhole 
affair is worked out according to plan- 
originated by l)r. George E. Hale of the 
Carnegie Observatory. 

On top of the tower Avill be placed a 
neAV coelostat now nearing completion 
at the Santa Barbara Street laboratory 
in Pasadena. This instrument consists 
mainly of a pair of large, perfectly plane 
mirrors, operated by dock Avork so that 
one mirror follows the sun, constantly 
reflecting the sun’s image into the other 
mirror, Avhence it is reflected to the re¬ 
cording apparatus on the ground or in 
the well below. 

In connection witn the coelostat there 
will be a spectro-heliograph. an instru¬ 
ment invented by Dr. Hale, for photo¬ 
graphing the sun in the light of any 


That a lemon groAver would be so fool¬ 
ish as to ship one car load of rotten 
fruit Avitli every tAvelve cars shipped seems 
unbelievable. But that the careless meth¬ 
ods of some groAvers and packers result 
in just that sort of thing is proven by 
recent experiments of the bureau of 
plant industry of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Arnold V. Stubenrauch of Berkeley, 
speaking before a gathering of growers 
at the packing house of the Sierra Madre - 
Lamanda Citrus Association last week, 
told of the methods employed in the 
experiments and the results obtained. 
He Avas assisted by Messrs. II. G. Ram¬ 
say and A. W. McKay, who have had 
a part in conducting the experiments. 
The figures obtained through a long 
series of observations Avere shoAvn graphi¬ 
cally by means of large charts, making 
the showing an impressive one. 

Several years ago the Bureau of Plant 
Industry conducted a similar series oi 
experiments in the picking, packing and 
shipping of oranges. The results of the 
experiments are shown in bulletin No. 
123 of that bureau, which may he had 
for the asking. Much of the matter 
presented therein is applicable to the 
lemon industry. The results of the 
lemon investigations have not yet been 
put into print but will probably be pub¬ 
lished next year. In the meantime a 
brief presentation of the results obtain¬ 
ed through careful handling of lemons as 
against prevailing commercial methods 
may prove interesting. 

It has been proven that blue mould, 
the most common form of decay in lem¬ 
ons, cannot penetrate the unbroken skin 
of a healthy lemon. Some abrasion of 
the skin is necessary to alloAV it to <ret 
a start. Hence it Avill be seen that a 
system of handling Avhich Avill preserve 
the skin intact will keep the fruit im¬ 
mune from this sort of decay, eliminating 
the largest source of loss the grower 
and shipper have to contend Avitli. 

The experiments, Avhich Avere conduct¬ 
ed by Mr. Ramsay, took place in com¬ 
mercial orchards and packing houses un¬ 
der conditions identical with those un¬ 
der Avhich the commercial Avork Avas done. 
Equal quantities of fruit handled by the 
commercial ci-cav and by Mr. Ramsay's 
creAv. Avere set apart for obseiwation at 
the end of one month and again at the 
end of tA\o months in the curing rooms. 
The fruit Avas classified as green, silver 
green and tree ripe. Washed and un¬ 
washed fruit Avere also segregated. All 
the methods of Mr. Ramsey's men Avere 
such as could be employed by any groAv- 
er or packer. 

At the end of one month’s storage the 
commercially handled fruit which had 
been washed shoAA’ed 3.9 per cent decay 
and at the end of tAvo months 5.8 pcr 
cent. In the same periods the carefully 
handled fruit showed 2.4 per cent and 
3.8 per cent decay respectively. These 
are the averages for all colors of fruit. 
The unwashed fruit shoAved less decay, 
commercially handled showing 1.9 per

Section 2. That the said Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
finds, upon estimates of the City Engi- 
ner of said City that the cost of said 
proposed work or improvement will be 
greater than fifty (50) cents per front 
foot along each line of the said street 
so proposed to be improved as herein¬ 
before set forth, including the cost of 
intersection work assesable upon said 
frontage, and said Board of Trustees de¬ 
termines that serial bonds shall be issued 
to represent the cost of said work or 
improvement; said serial bonds shall ex¬ 
tend over a period ending nine years 
from and after tbe second day of Janu¬ 
ary next succeeding the date of said 
bonds, and an even annual proportion of 
tbe principal sum thereof shall be pay¬ 
able by coupon on the second day of 
January every year after their date un¬ 
til the whole is paid; and the interest 
shall be payable semi-annually by coupon 
on the second days of January and July, 
respectively, of each year at the rate of 
seven per cent per annum on all sum- 
unpaid until the whole of said principal 
and interest are paid.
